Ireland, and the persons engaged therein have practised 
various secret contrivances for being supplied with, and keeping Arms 
and Ammunition : And whereas the Laws heretofore in force in Ireland, 
for regulating the importation, making, removing, selling and keeping of 
Gunpowder, Arms and' Ammunition, have lately expired ; and it is ex- 
pedient that, for preventing the clandestine importation and secret keeping 
of Arms, Ammunition, Gunpowder and Military Stores in Ireland, the 
provisions of the said expired Acts should be renewed and amended ;

by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal,
